Water  Supplies. 

There  are  two  sources  of  supply  to  the  Borough,  namely,  Rhode  Barton 
and  Pinhay.  The  former,  owned  By  the  Council,  comes  from  shallow  springs 
with  a  maximum  yield  6f: 48,000  g.p.d,  while  the  latter,  owned  By  the  East 
Devon  Water  Board. comes. from  deep  springs  with  an  average  yield  of  750*000  g.p.d.. 
Under  agreement,  a  maximum  of  50,000  g.p.d.  is  taken  By  the  Council  from 
the  Board  through  Break  pressure  tanks  and  valves,  with  an  arrangement  to 
inorease  this  amount  tip  to  150*000  gallons  when  required. 

!  Certain  areas  of  the  distriot  at  high  levels  aro  supplied  direct  By 
the  Board  and  this  consumption  is  not  reoorded  in  the  figures  given  Below, 

Both  supplies  are  chlorinated,  and  at  Rhode  Barton,  pumping  and 
chlorination  are  automatic  electrioally  controlled. 

Following  the  take  over  of  the  Lyme  Regis  Water  Works  Company  By 
the  East  Devon  Water  Board  in  November,  1958,  meetings  and  discussions 
continued  Between  the  Borough  Council  and  the  Board  regarding  the  proposed 
absorption  By  the  Board  of  the  Borough  undertaking.  In  Maroh,  1959  the 
Council  resolved  (a)  that  the  Borough  Be  a  constituent  member  of  the  East  Devon 
Water  Board  with  two  Representatives,  (b)  that  the  water  undertaking  of 
the  Corporation  Be  transferred  to  the  Board  (c)  that  the  provisions  of  the 
East  Devon  Water  Orders  1951  “  1958  apply,  subject  to  the  following  provisions 
Being  in  operation  for  a  period  of  five  years  "the  exemption  of  the  Corporation 
from  the  first  sixpenny  deficiency  rate  contribution  as  in  the  case  of  the  Devon 
County  Council,  (d)  that  sections  175  and  227  and  Schedule  E  of  the  Lyme  Regis 
Improvement  Aot,  1845  Be  repealed,  and  that  the  Corporation  join  with  the  Board 
in  applying  to  the  Minister  for  an  Order  under  the  Water  Aot,  1945  for  the  above. 

As  a  result  of  the  application,  a  Public  Enquiry  was  held  during  the  year  But 
no  decision  was  given  as  in  the  interim  period,  the  Devon  County  Council  introduced 
a  Bill  in  Parliament  on  Water  Supplies  and  By  the.  end  of  the  year  it  appeared 
that  the  entry  of  Lyme  Regis  into  the  East  Devon  Water  Board  would  Be  further 
delayed.

Drainage  and  Sewerage 4 

The  developed  areas  of  the  Town  are  on  the  water  borne  carriage  system, 
largely  combined  soil  and  surface,  with,  the  exception  of  the  post  war  housing 
estate  which  is  on  the  separate  system,  and  all  new  properties,  where 
practicable,  are  now  being  dealt  with  on. the  latter  system.  One  small  area, 

Ware  Lane  and  one  camping  ground,  are  dealt  with  on  septic  tanks  and  filters. 

The  Council's  seasonal  Monmouth  Beach  area  has  part  water  borne  system  and 
part  Elsan,  the  latter  being  collected  .twice  weekly. 

’  *  *  Over  two-thirdh  of  the  drainage  of  the  Town  is  received  and  discharged 
into  the  sea  below  low  water  mark  by  the  Eastern  Outfall ( 18” cast  iron  sewer) 
across  Broad  Ledge,  installed  in  1900.  This  sewer  from  the  mouth  of  the 
river  Lym  to  its  outfall  has  very  little  fall,  and  was  cleared  of  silt,  and 
hatchboxes  were  repaired  during  the,  year,  and  one  new  hatohbox  fitted. 

The  Cobb  area  is  dealt  with  by  a  9"  sewer  discharging  into  a  12"  cast 
iron  sewer  carried  out  beyond  low  water  mark  west  of  the  Cobb. 

The  9"  portion  of  this  sewer,  glazed  stoneware  pipes,  is  situated  in 
the  movement  area  of  Cobb  Road  and  requires  constant  inspection. 

Early' in  the  year  colour  tests .were , carried  out  continuously  over 
50  days  and  daily  inspection  and  exoavati on . along  Marino  Parade  showed  no 
trace  of  seepage. 

In  June,  excavations  were  made  at  seven  points  in  Cobb  Road  and  colour 
and  water  tests  resumed,  and  at  one  point  where  the  road  surface  had  subsided 
the  sewer  pipes  were  found  to  have 'lifted* ,  1±6  feet  of  sewer  was  renewed 

in  steel  tubing  and  several  broken  connections  made  good. 

A  new  length  of  sewer  (35  yards)  was  laid  at  the  foot  of  Stile  Lane 
to  receive  drainage  from  several  premises  and  joined  to  existing  connection 
to  sewer  below  Wellhayes.  .  .  , 

During  the  year  the  new  1 5"  storm  water  outlet  was  laid  at  the  Monmouth 
Beach  from  the  rear  of  the  Cabanya  Chalets  to  the  Beaoh,  and  all  the  oliff 
drainage  water  was  divertecUinto  this  new  outlet  and  disconnected  from  the 
foul  sewerage  system  into  which  it  had  previously  discharged.  This  work  has 
overcome  flooding  difficulties  whioh  have  occurred  in  the  past  at  the  foot 
of  Cobb  Road. 

Publio  Lavatories . 

Accommodation  is  provided  for  both  sexes  in  five  blocks  at  the  Square, 

Marine  Parade,  Cobb  Harbour,  Monmouth  Beach,  one  small  block  for  men  at  the 
Victoria  Pier,  and  also  a  separate  block  at  the  Monmouth  Beach  for  the  use 
of  the  Sandboy  huts  and  caravans . 

Parts  of  the  Ladies*  accommodation  at  the  Square,  the  Ladies'  and 
Cents'  at  the  Monmouth  Beach,  and  the  Sandboy  huts,  are  closed  during  the  winter, 

Publio.  Cleansing . 

A  weekly  collection' is  made  of  household  and  trade  refuse  by  one 
lorry,  and  in  the  summer,  additional  oollections  are  made  in  the  business 
areas  of  the  Town  as  required.  The  refuse  is  disposed  of  at  a  tip  on  the 
cliffs  east  of  the  Town.  All  main  streets  are  swept  daily.  Cullies  are 
cleared  on  the  Borough  roads  by  the  Council  and  on  classified  roads  by  the 
County  Council,  Litter  baskets  are  provided  in  parts  of  the  Town  and  Beaches. 

During  the  year  the  refuse  collection  vehicle  was  overhauled,  bodywork 
repaired  and  painted,  and  the  question  of  provision  of  a  new  vehicle  vail 
require  consideration.

No  action  was  taken  under  the  Byelaw 
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Canping  Sites, 

There  is  one  canping  site  of  7{~  acres,  situated  on  the  hill  to  the  north  of 
the  Town  with  1 65  caravan  sites  licensed  for  sunner  use  only,  and  winter  storage 
for  150  caravans.  It  is  very  well  naintained,  and  equipped  with  water  points, 
drainage  points,  washing  facilities  with  hot  and  cold  water  in  well  constructed 
premises'  and  efficient  water  "borne  lavatory  acconnodation. 

On  the  Monnouth  Beach,  owned  by  the  Council,  there  exists  a  collection 
of  day  huts,  caravans  and  chalets  for  sunner  use  only.  Water  is  supplied  by 
standpipes  at  various  points.  On  the  sane  beach,  the  Council  own  and  let  28 
residential  chalets  for  seasonal  letting.  These  are  laid  on  concrete  foundations 
with  asphalt  paths  in  three  terraces  around  walled-in  lawns.  Each  chalet  has 
an  independent  water  supply,  electric  lighting  and  cooking,  food  oupboard,  trapped 
sink,  and  drainage  connected  to  public  sower  system.  Lavatory  acconnodation, 
water  borne,  is  provided  at  the  rear  in  a  separate  block  of  buildings  and  drains 
to  the  public  sewer.  Additionally,  there  are  the  19  new  and  3  older  privately 
owned  chalets  on  the  former  allotments  site,  each  having  mains  water,  water  closet 
and  drainage  to  sewer.  During  195®,  electricity  supply  was  laid  on  and  the  road 
surfacing  was  completed.  The  rest  of  the  site  is  dealt  with  by  Elsan  olosets 
collected  twice  weekly  by  the  Council 

Following  heavy  rainfall  at  the  end  of  1938  which  continued  into  January, 

1959,  a  serious  landslip  occurred  on  the  Monnouth  Plateau  which  dislodged  and 
damaged  several  chalets,  destroyed  a  portion  of  the  access  road  and  deposited 
much  clayey  material  at  the  foot  of  the  cliff  and  at  rear  of  R.A.F.  barracks. 

To  allow  road  reinstatement,  other  chalets  had  to  be  removed,  and  seven 
sites  were  lost.  A  large  amount  of  surfaoe  water  investigation,  diversion 
and  re-drainage  was  necessitated,  roadway  was  diverted  and  restored,  and  the 
Air  Ministry  Works  Directorate  undertook  comprehensive  clearance  works  and  built  a 
new  retaining  wall  at  rear  of  barracks. 

This  event  and  work  occurring  at  a  time  when  the  Deputy  Surveyor  was  away 
ill  from  work  throw  a  heavy  burden  on  the  department. 

Sohools. 

These  are  regularly  inspected;  all  have  piped  water.,  water  closets  and 
washing  facilities.  All  are  supplied  daily  with  T.T.  milk.
